The  Strafford  Library  Association  continues  to  serve  the 
people  thru  aid  to  the  Ubrary  and  by  presenting  a  great  variety  of 
programs  free  to  the  public  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jane  B. 
Huckins  Memorial  Fund.  SLA  and  the  trustees  of  the  library  work 
together  very  closely. 

People  have  given  generous  gifts  of  money,  sometimes  in 
memory  of  a  loved  one.  Gifts  continue  to  come,  and  they  reflect 
the  interest  of  various  people.  New  lined  draperies  were  made 
before  the  dedication  program  in  July.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


Members  of  the  Strafford  Conservation  Commission  have  met 
with  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  to  cooperate  in  main- 
taining a  record  of  historical  areas  in  the  town  as  well  as  study 
Conservation  policies  affecting  Strafford. 

The  Commission  looked  at  and  discussed  plans  for  a  land  devel- 
opment in  the  town  in  order  to  coordinate  desireable  land  use 
management  policies. 

Mr.  John  Bozak  has  been  appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  the  Commission.  We  are  awaiting  tha  appointment 
of  more  members  to  the  Commission. 

All  payments  have  been  made  on  the  purchases  of  the  timber 
on  the  property  that  was  given  to  the  town  of  Strafford  for  a 
Town  Forest  by  the  Weidmans.  It  is  now  really  a  "Town" 
Forest,  owned  and  managed  by  the  town  for  the  benefit  of  the 
town. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  an  Improvement  Sanitation  Cutting 
of  timber  in  1974  on  the  property.  This  will  establish  a  small 
management  fund  so  that  the  property  may  be  self-sustaining, 
recreation  and  demonstration  of  good  land  management  for 
people   of  the  town   of   Strafford.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire 
warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission 
of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or 
industrial  burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his 
work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  De- 
partment of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire 
Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with 
72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool  but  he  still 
needs  much  help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their 
children  of  the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to 
forget  that  a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest 
fire.

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL 

ANNUAL  REPORT 
January   1,  1973  -  December  31,   1973 


The  Rural  District  Health  Council  became  of  age  during  the  past 
year.  The  organization  has  separated  from  the  Portsmouth  Re- 
habilitation Center  and  is  now  an  independent  certified  Home 
Health  agency  supplying  comprehensive  health  services  to  its 
member  towns.  In  March,  the  towns  of  Farmington  and  Milton 
voted  to  join  the  Rural  District  Health  Council,  so  the  number  of 
people  covered  by  the  organization  was  expanded  to  14,257.  The 
Board  of  Directors  voted  to  move  the  office  from  Portsmouth  to 
Farmington,  and  this  was  accomplished  on  April  15,  1978. 

As  a  result  of  expansion  and  relocation,  our  staff  has  grown  to 
six  nurses,  a  physical  therapist  and  a  secretary-bookkeeper.  The 
staff  nurses  employed  by  the  agency  include  Mrs.  Cynthia  Blood, 
Agency  Supervisor;  Miss  Arlene  Thorne  who  has  worked  faithfully 
and  tirelessly  since  the  program  was  initiated;  Mrs.  Ardala  Houle 
who  is  now  coordinating  patient  referrals  in  the  area  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes,  and  also  coordinates  the  Well  Child  Clinics;  Mrs. 
Barbara  Drew  who  is  weU-known  in  Farmington  where  she  has 
been  the  visiting  nurse  for  many  years;  Mrs.  Myrtle  Walsh  of 
Milton  who  has  been  active  in  nursing  in  the  area  and  joined  the 
staff  on  May  1st;  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Myers  of  Deerfield,  a  newcomer 
to  the  area  who  has  had  previous  visiting  nurse  experience.  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Hansen,  a  registered  physical  therapist,  has  a  fine  varied 
background  in  her  field.  Mrs.  Norma  Davis  is  a  very  capable 
secretary-bookkeeper  who  handles  much  of  the  office  detail. 

The  value  of  home  care  becomes  increasingly  evident  as  indi- 
cated by  the  size  of  the  morbidity  case  load.  Three  Well  ChOd 
Clinics  are  held  monthly  with  several  extra  clinics  scheduled 
throughout  the  year.  These  are  sponsored  by  the  Council  in 
cooperation  with  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 
An  addition  to  the  clinic  program  this  year  was  a  Dental  clinic 
for  children  from   3  to   6  years  who  were  enrolled  in  the  Well

Child  clinics.  This  was  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  the 
N.  H.  Bureau  of  Dental  PubUc  Health,  Division  of  Pubhc  Health. 
A  total  of  227  children  participated  in  this  programv 

The  Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning  Clinic  has 
expanded  its  area  of  coverage  and  the  Rural  District  Health 
Council  works  very  closely  with  this  group  making  home  visits 
to  all  of  the  patients  from  the  area  enrolled  in  the  clinic.  The 
Council  is  also  involved  with  'the  Exeter  Area  Family  Planning 
Clinic. 

The  Seacoast  Regional  Counseling  Center  in  Portsmouth  has 
developed  an  Aftercare  Program  for  Rockingham  County  to  do 
follow-up  for  patients  being  seen  at  the  Center  and  also  patients 
being  discharged  from  the  N.  H.  State  Hospital.  The  Rural  Dis- 
trict Health  Council  provides  the  nursing  care  for  patients  being 
treated  from  member  towns.  The  Strafford  Guidance  Center  is 
currently  planning  a  similar  program  for  Strafford  County  and 
the  Council  is  represented  on  the  planning  committee  for  this 
service. 

The  Council  is  represented  on  a  steering  committee  planning 
for  Homemaker-Home  Health  Aide  services  for  Strafford  County. 
It  is  hoped  this  much  needed  service  will  be  available  in  the  coming 
year. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  worked  in  cooperation  with 
the  Milton  Community  Health  Service  in  providing  Tuberculosis 
screening,  Hearing  and  Vision  screening,  and  Diabetic  screening 
which  were  well  received  by  area  people. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  has  been  supported  by  the 
funds  contributed  by  the  member  towns  at  an  annual  rate  of  $1.00 
per  capita,  state  grants  and  fees  for  service.  Any  one  interested  in 
the  program  or  needing  service  is  asked  to  contact  the  office  in 
Farmington,  P.  0.

The  Strafford  County  Dispatch  Center  has  been  a  whirlwind 
of  activity  this  past  year  and  has  been  working  24  hours  a  day 
for  you  and  your  town. 

Our  1973  traffic  has  included  102,930  radio  transmissions, 
29,250  telephone  calls  and  5,475  incident  reports  pertaining  to 
accidents,  missing  persons,  ambulance  calls,  criminal  activity  and 
other  related  investigations. 

And  now  it's  budget  time  again.  Our  proposed  dispatch  center 
budget  for  1974  is  $45,682.00  of  which  $25,026  has  been 
approved  by  the  Crime  Commission.  Our  estimated  income  is 
$10,656  from  the  towns,  $10,000  from  the  sheriff's  department 
and  the  2  Crime  Commission  grants,  one  for  $9,464.00  to  be  used 
toward  current  operation  and  one  for  $15,562  to  be  used  toward 
new  equipment  in  the  new  Justice  Building. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise  you  it,  even  with  Harrington  dropping 
out  after  the  first  quarter,  your  town's  share  has  not  increased 
and  will  remain  at  $1.00  per  capita  based  t)n  1973  population 
figures.  This  means  that  Strafford's  share  will  be  $1,062.00  with  V2 
payable  as  soon  as  your  town  budget  is  approved  and  the  balance 
due  on  July  1.  It's  just  possible  that  if  other  monies  become  avail- 
able, we  may  be  able  to  lower  your  last  6  months  obligation  from 
$1.00  to  $.80  per  capita.  If  this  happens,  we  will  notify  you  by 
June  15. 

Once  again,  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  continued 
support  of  the  Strafford  County  Dispatch  Center.  As  I  listen  to 
all  the  police  and  ambulance  traffic,  I  sometimes  wonder  how 
any  of  us  ever  got  along  without  it!

The  Center  Strafford  Fire  Department  had  a  very  busy  year 
for  1973,  with  approximately  double  the  number  of  calls  received 
in  1972.

As  the  figures  show  we  assisted  Barrington  on  two  mutual 
aid  calls. 

Seven  courtesy  calls  were  also  made.  These  include  things  as 
pumping  out  wells  and  burning  fields  in  the  spring.  No  charge  is 
made  in  regard  to  these  calls,  although  donations  to  the  depart- 
ment are  gratefully  accepted. 

The  men  in  the  department  attended  three  different  fire  schools 
during  the  year.  All  of  these  were  given  by  certified  State  Fire 
Instructors,  and  a  record  of  each  man's  training  is  kept  in  Concord. 
The  department  members  have  been  attending  fire  schools  since 
1970.  Training  at  the  State  Fire  Schools  include  such  areas  as: 
Fire  Attack  and  Ventilation;  Forestry;  Fire  Streams;  Fire  Investi- 
gation and  Arson  Detection;  Fire  Fighting  L.  P.  Gas;  Science  of 
Fire;  Fire  Extinguishers;  Ladders;  Communications;  and  Breathing 
Apparatus.  Also  a  six  week  basic  firefighting  course  was  taken. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  former  Chief  Winn  Hayes,  the  depart- 
ment members,  Civil  Defense  Director  Dave  Dupee,  and  other 
good  friends,  we  made  a  good  many  improvements  this  past 
year.  One  of  the  major  items  was  a  750  gallon  tank  truck  acquired 
through  the  Civil  Defense.  This  truck  is  to  be  used  as  a  back  up 
unit  for  our  main  pumper  which  is  32  years  old  and  is  quickly 
coming  to  the  stage  where  it  should  be  replaced. 

Also  acquired,  among  other  things,  was  an  office  desk  and 
steel  table  for  meeting  purposes  and  two  CO2  extinguishers. 

A  Base  Radio  unit  has  also  been  established  between  the  trucks 
and  the  Town  Office,  where  phones  are  immediately  available 
for  any  mutual  aid  or  rescue  equipment  needed. 

Fire   meetings   are   held  every  other  Thursday  at   7:30  p.m. 
Anyone  interested  in  joining  is  more  than  welcome.

In  addition  to  the  tuition  students  listed  above,  the  district 
also  has  handicapped  pupils  at  the  Great  Bay  School  and  at  the 
Garrison  School  in  Dover.  These  handicapped  children  are  sup- 
ported at  the  "State  Average"  rate,  also. 

The  Strafford  School  District,  in  cooperation  with  the  School 
Districts  of  Northwood,  Nottingham  and  Barrington,  has  formed  a 
Learning  Disabilities  Program.  Title  1  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  no  longer  supports  small,  one  district 
projects,  thus,  this  cooperative  effort  was  developed  with  the  aid 
of  the  school  boards  of  the  districts  and  the  support  of  the  Title  I 
consultant.  A  local  cooperative  committee  has  been  established, 
made  up  of  administrators,  teachers,  parents  and  board  members. 
This  committee,  with  funds  from  E.S.E.A.  and  the  Special 
Education  Division  of  the  State  Education  Department,  has  em- 
ployed two  special  education  teachers,  Mrs.  Anne  Grabowski  and 
Miss  Charlene  Davis,  and  a  speech  clinician,  Mrs.  Margaret  Demers. 
At  the  date  when  this  report  was  written,  the  program  was  making 
good  contributions  to  the  progress  of  children  in  grades  one,  two, 
and  three  with  learning  disabilities. 

Another  matter  of  importance  to  the  voters  of  the  district  is  the 
possible  effect  of  recent  legislation  on  the  operations  of  the 
district.  To  this  end,  a  brief  review  of  new  laws  and  changes  which 
are  of  significance  is  presented. 
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Legislation  having  to  do  with  handicapped  children.  The  school 
district  has  been  made  responsible  for  the  education  of  handi- 
capped children  from, the  time  of  birth  until  these  children  reach 
the  age  of  twenty -one.  Previously,  it  was  responsible  only  after 
the  child  reached  age  five.  The  tuition  liabihty  for  these  children 
is  hmited  to  the  state  average  cost,  although  current  advice  indi- 
cates that  the  district  may  pay  more  should  it  wish  to  do  so. 
Districts  are  liable  for  transportation  when  a  handicapped  child 
reaches  age  four.  Since  handicapped  children  are  learning  disabled 
to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  the  statutes  now  permit  the  employ- 
ment by  districts  of  learning  disabilities  teachers,  the  certification 
requirements  of  these  teachers  having  been  established  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  Another  handicap  which  has  been 
much  in  the  news  is  that  of  children  with  kidney  disease.  A  law 
has  been  passed  to  make  the  state  responsible  for  the  payment  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  children  with  end  stage  kidney  disease. 

Legislation  which  has  an  effect  on  school  finances  in  general. 
A  number  of  districts  in  the  state  have  reconsidered  rejected  bond 
issues  immediately  upon  their  defeat.  This  is  no  longer  possible 
because  at  least  seven  days  must  elapse  before  a  vote  of  reconsider- 
ation may  be  taken,  and  notice  of  the  reconsideration  must  be 
pubhshed  in  a  newspaper  at  least  two  days  before  the  new  vote. 
Eiach  school,  if  it  does  not  already,  must  make  a  lunch  or  break- 
fast available  for  pupils.  No  waiver  beyond  September  30,  1979 
will  be  granted.  This  could  cost  money  for  equipment  or  facilities, 
as  well  as  labor.  Even  though  the  dual  enrollment  program  has 
been  pretty  well  defeated  by  court  actions,  the  child  benefit 
program  has  not  been  ruled  out,  and  a  number  of  new  benefits, 
such  as  driver  education  programs,  educational  television,  lunch 
programs,  have  been  made  eligible.  In  order  to  place  the  sweep- 
stakes program  on  a  fiscal  year,  rather  than  a  calendar  year  basis, 
sweepstakes  benefits  will  be  paid  in  September,  instead  of  De- 
cember. The  first  year  of  this  operation  will  reduce  the  payment 
by  one  third,  as  a  result  as  only  eight  months,  not  twelve,  will 
have  elapsed.  If  a  foster  child  is  placed  by  a  state  agency  in  a 
district  other  than  the  child's  original  home,  the  new  district  will

receive  a  sum  of  money,  presently  $200,00,  toward  the  payment 
for  the  child's  education.  When  students  attend  a  vocational 
program  in  an  AREA  vocational  high  school,  such  as  Dover 
Vocational,  which  is  not  the  usual  high  school  for  the  district, 
districts  which  do  not  maintain  high  schools  will  be  responsible 
for  tuition  up  to  the  amount  the  high  school  of  regular  attendance, 
or  the  state  average  cost,  whichever  is  higher.  In  the  past,  districts 
which  tuitioned  high  school  students  to  other  districts  have  been 
responsible  for  tuition  only  up  to  the  state  average  cost.  Under 
the  new  law,  districts  must  be  responsible  for  whatever  the  receiv- 
ing public  high  school  charges,  unless  there  is  a  contract  calling 
for  a  different  payment.  The  state  average  for  high  schools  this 
year  is  $931.00,  but  some  high  schools  in  the  state  charge  as 
much  as  $1,200,00  for  tuition,  the  difference  being  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  parents. 

Additional    programs    which   the   schools   must   provide.    The 

legislature  added  two  more  programs  which  school  districts  must 
include  in  the  school  curriculum.  One  is  a  mandate  to  provide 
instruction  in  the  venereal  diseases,  which  have  become  epidemic 
in  New  Hampshire,  and  the  other  is  to  provide  instruction  in 
nutrition  education  to  be  incorporated  in  the  regular  course  of 
instruction. 

Legislation  effecting  the  operations  of  school  boards  and  dis- 
tricts. Under  the  "right  to  know"  law,  any  official  who  refuses  a 
citizen  access  to  a  public  document  is  personally  liable  for  attor- 
ney's fees  if  a  court  order  supports  the  citizen.  School  districts 
may  adopt  the  absentee  ballot  when  the  Australian  ballot  is  in 
use  in  that  district,  but  if  adopted,  candidates  must  file  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  election.  This  requires  an  article  in  the 
warrant.  Immunity  from  civil  suit  has  been  granted  to  school 
board  members  for  action  taken  in  a  legal  school  board  meeting. 
A  school  district  may  vote  at  a  district  meeting  to  indemnify  any 
official  employed  by  it  while  acting  in  his/her  official  capacity 
for  loss  or  damages  resulting  to  them  personfdly.  The  District 
shall  indemnify  its  employees  and  officers  acting  in  their  official 
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capacities  when  a  suit  involving  civil  rights  is  involved.  The  district 
may  purchase  insurance  to  cover  its  expenses  in  the  actions  men- 
tioned above.  There  must  be  a  warrant  article  to  cover  this  ex- 
pense if  the  district  decides  to  purchase  insurance. 

There  were,  of  course,  other  actions  taken  by  the  legislature, 
some  of  which  effect  all  districts,  and  some  of  which  effected 
particular  districts,  but  it  appears  that  those  of  general  interest 
have  been  summarized  above. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  we  have  received  from  the  citizens,  the  school  board 
members,  the  pupils,  and  the  staff.

Tuberculin  Testing  —  given  to  twenty-four  members  of  our  staff 
and  S.A.Y.  helpers  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Associa- 
tion. 

Immunization  Qinic  —  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Richard  Roy 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Public  Health  offered  to 
grades  one  and  eignt.  Diptheria-tetanus  31,  Polio  1«. 

Some  highlights  of  this  school  year  were: 

Drugs  —  Inspector  James  Rowe,  of  the  Dover  Police  Department, 
was  guest  speaker,  bringing  a  display  followed  by  discussion,  for 
grades  five  through  eight. 

First  Aid  —  program  course  by  Johnson  &  Johnson  for  grade  eight. 
"How  Your  Body  Uses  Food"  —  material  from  the  New  England 
Dairy  Council,  and  a  feeding  demonstration;  one  month  of  study 
on   a   pair   of  white   mice.  My  special  thanks  to  Mrs.  Patricia 
Sukduang  who  added  these  study  areas  to  the  science  classes. 
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"Idea  Exchange  Night"  —  was  well  received  by  parents  of  pre- 
school first  graders,  who  had  an  opportunity  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  first  grade  curriculum,  Gesel  testing  and  the 
health  services  and  requirements  for  school  entry. 

Our  health  responsibilities  for  the  students  of  our  school,  largely 
relate  to  the  health  services  provided.  Through  educational  pro- 
grams, films,  film  strips,  records,  booklets,  and  guest  speakers,  we 
shall  continue  to  encourage  the  student  to  improve  his  own  health 
and  develop  worthwhile  habits.  My  appreciation  to  all,  for  their 
support  of  our  health  education  program.
